In spite of the tremendous edvance 
which has been made by science, in 
spite of the many discoveries which 
tend to make lile far more pleasant 
and agreeable than it .was a century 
‘or even @ few decades ago there are 
still many of the simplest things for 
which science has yet to find the true 
explanation.
